Tin* same* effect 
is produced, though perhaps not in an 
equal degree, l»y eating *t raw berries ami 
raspberries, especially the former. A leaf 
of eoinmoti green sage rubbed ou the 
teeth morning and night, cleanses and 
polishes them beautifully. 

A most refreshing antiseptic dentifrice, 
useful xvhen the teeth are decayed, may 
he made up from the following roe pc: 
Tincture of quillaia bark, two ounees; 
pure embolic- acid, thirty drops; pure 
glycerine, one ounce; oil of wiiitergreeii, 
ten drops; oil of cinnamon, two drops; 
cms nee of cochineal, twenty drops; 
wu ter, twelve oil me*; mix well together. 
A teaspoonful of the mixture should be 
added to half a tumblerful of water to 
eh-aii the teeth and rinse the mouth. 

When the gums are spongy and reced¬ 
ing an astringent wa*di is generally neces¬ 
sary. otherwise the teeth are apt to I**- 
come loose. Here is a ncipe which will 
Ih* found both pleasant and efficacious: 
Tincture of orris root, six drachms; 
la lender water, two draehuis; tincture 
of cinnamon, four drachms; tincture of 
cinchona bark, four drachms; ewu de 
cologne, twq,ounces. Add half a tumb¬ 
lerful of water to rinse out the mouth 
twice a day. Another equally eillun-ious 
and pleasant preparation, culled yioict 
mouth-wash, is comjioscd of tim-tifre of 
orris root, foitr .ounces; essential oil <*f 
almonds, one drop; attar of roses, mo 
drop; salicylic acid, four grains; proof 
spirit, two ounces. It should Is* used 
in the same proportions as the preceding 
recipe. 

One of the ls*st and simplest powders 
for the face is composed of plain corn 
Hour, scented with a little very finely 
powdered orris root. Pure starch should 
Ik* lightly dusted over the skin with a 
rwnnsdown puff, not rubbed into the 
pores. Face powder should Is* carefully 
and regularly removed from the fa-’• 
every night with soap and water, other¬ 
wise* it is likely to prove injurious, by 
clogging the gland orifices nnd prevent¬ 
ing the perfectly free action of the skin. 

If your skin is inclined to be rotign 
and coarse in texture, or sallow in ap¬ 
pearance. you eanmd do l*etter than use 
a cosmetic made from horseradish. Well 
set ape and wash * me h r-ermlish roots, 
cut into very thin slices, or sera|s» as if 
lor horseradish same; pour over about 
half an ourn-c of the roots a pint of ls>il- 
iiig milk, cover it closely and leave to 
infuse uniil quite cold. Strain with P es 
mire, and the decoction is fit to use. First 
wash the fait with sort water and good 
soap, rinse, ami dry thoroughly, mil 
(hen bathe the skill with the horse¬ 
radish infusion. The process may is* re¬ 
peated two or three tim«*s a day. 


To IJrcntlie Correctly. 

As a matter of far* not one person 
in ii hundred breathes normally. A little 
knowledge of physiology and a few hints 
OU tile subject, howi ver, will eoalde 
anyoiie to comprehend the precise ait 
of tilling and emptying the lungs on 
scientific principles. Tin* main thing is 
to be sure that the lower lobes of the 
lungs are well tilled with air and tJi.it 
one hrdtilhcs from the abdomen. After 
oue has acquired this habit tho chief 
thing is to breathe in as much sunshine 
as possible, and to believe in the cfttcitcy 
of oxygen as a remedy for nearly all the 
ills that flesh is heir to. 

'The following are some excellent rules 
for improving tho respiration, and hang¬ 
ing j^fcip to a normal condition: Stand 
at ai? oik-h window or recline on a 
couch with the waist and chest uncon¬ 
fined; hold the chest walls high and in¬ 
hale in slow long breaths; exhale ,i*» 
slowly, three times only at first. Gradu¬ 
ally the numJ>er of times may in* in¬ 
creased nnd the time lengthened for tb** 
breathing exercises. Fifteen minutes, 
twice a day. at loasf. should ho devoted 
to this exorcise to accomplish the do 
sired results. To inhale long, de*-p 
breaths while slowly raising the arm* 
above the h<*«d. and to exhale as slowly 
while lowering them is one 
of the best breathing exercise* 
ever invented. The practice of 
breathing very deeply while walking In 
the open air is recommended not only 
for the genera! health, hut j* on** of th*' 
best cures for obesity, as Uio increased 
amount of oxygen greatly augments the 
consumption of waste material.

DEATH LARGELY DUE TO H>BIT. 


A Scientist Explains How Thought Mnj 
Determine Human Existence. 

Dr. C. A. Stephens, a New England 
man, a graduate of the Boston Univer¬ 
sity Medical School un<l a member of 
many learned bodies, built n laboratory 
several years ugo at Norway Lake, near 
'Norway, Me., and he spends almost all 
his time there in investigating the 
causes of old age nud deuth, with the 
object of their alleviation and removal. 
Dr. Stephens published from his labora¬ 
tory the close connection of all the cells 
in the brain by nerve fibre, enabling 
tLem to feel and oct together about a 
year and a half before the mseovCij 
was announced by the great Spanish 
physiologist, Ramon y Oajnl of Madrid- 

Dr. Stephens says he Is confident that 
the progress of brain science will enable 
mankind successfully to overcome decay 
and its cliinux, death, lie |>oiiits out that 
matter Is indestr letihle and that the law 
of the universe is immortality. Ilf be¬ 
lieves that death »it threescore and ten 
or thereabouts is largely a matter of be¬ 
lief and habit. 'Generation lifter genera¬ 
tion is born iiro the world, ex|s*cting f-.* 
die at a certain time, and it dies then. 
He very forcibly points out thut if eh.l i¬ 
nn were brought up with the Idea jf 
living forever this altered expectation 
would gradually hut surely extend the 
life limit in the course of genornthme. 

To prove that life lengh is largely a 
hiId of ha bit and environment he in¬ 
ti. nces the elephant and the swan, 
whose ages run into the centuries, as 
comport'd with fnfuseila and ui .ths, 
whose heyday of existence is but tb • 
Hefting moment, llis studies have ls*eii 
particularly -directed Toward the tniero- 
smplr ex:Old allow of the brain toils of 
the idd and ii inn. He finds their nuclei 
dark and shrunken. Just like the nram 
erll# of the fatigued pigeons ami of the 
Iono v bees, mi graphically illustrated by 
Dr. I lodge, of Clark Umv. rsty, W«*iCk- 

ter. Mass. 

Hr. Stephens raises the serious eiuiuiry 
aa to whether ilie universal presence of 
microscopic "dirt” may not be a potent 
factor of old age ami decay, lie hits 
found large c|iia nt it if w of foreign inor¬ 
ganic mult* r in old brain cells. tic 
shows liew this "dirt” is brought into 
tin- system by tlm Inspired air tene’o*- 
uiosesi. through the cells of the lungs 
into the bleed, nud finds its filial refuse 
heap in the cells themselves, where it in¬ 
creases in amount hourly, and escapes 
the metabulism constantly occurring in

THE NEWBURGH POST OFFICE. 

lu noticing the dismissal of Mr. 
Douglas Hooper from the postmaster¬ 
ship u f tho Newburgh post office the 
R aver insinuates that he was removed 
because of his political leanings, 
thereby endeavoring to score a point 
against tho Government. Our con- 
tempoiavy would make it appear that 
there were no charges or co»plai»ts 
against Mr. Hooper’s administration 
of the cilice. Of late years a great 
deal of dissatisfaction was felt at the 
way in which the office was conducted 
it ml in consequence of tho numerous 
complaints made, the inspector felt 
called upon to investigate the matter. 
He found that the ofti o was not run 
in compliance with the postal require- 
mvuts and Mr. Hooper was informed 
that ho would have to make certain 
changes in tho management. He 
neglected to comply with the regula¬ 
tions and now finds himself minus the 
position. The charges against Mr. 
Hooper were not of political partisan¬ 
ship and the complaints against his 
management were not confined to 
Reformers. The inspector who con¬ 
ducted the investigation was of the 
same political stripe as the late post¬ 
master and he found that it was time 
for a change. Personally we liave not 
a word to say against the dismissed 
official and would not have alluded to 
the matter had not the Bearer in its 
eagerness to score tho Government 
endeavored to convey an impression 
not borne out by tho facts. The fol¬ 
lowing letter, which has been forward¬ 
ed to tho Beaver for insertion in this 
week’s issue, is from a prominent 
citizen of 1 Newburgh and throws 
additional light on the subject:

D.ur Sir, —I notice in your issue of last 
week, that .Mr. Douglas lloopor has been 
dismissed from the postmastership of 
Newburgh, for political partisanship with¬ 
out any charges being made againat him.

Item I id sconces of »n Old-Tlin© Labor Man 

It real led Which Arc Interesting-How 

Sympathy Wltli the Strikers Was 

Made Sure and Certain. 

Thomas Grundy, the well-known labor 
lender of this city, was a participant in 
some of the famous strikes which oc¬ 
curred in England forty or more years 
ago, and hia recollections of the uiuli¬ 
ner in which they were conducted uud 
his comments upon the good which they 
accomplished arc interesting Just now', 
when strikes uud rumors or strikes urc 
engaging the attention of nearly ever}- 
body. Mr. Grundy is now upward of 
(ill Vears of age, and has been a hard 
winker ill the labor movement nearly 
all bis life. He drew his first Inspira¬ 
tion from u mob of striking weavers 
who, when Mr. Grundy was seven years 
old, called at the schoolhouse where be 
was beginning bis education and com¬ 
pelled the teacher to give the scholars 
a vncutlon. This whs 11 unique form ot 
enforced sympathy strike, winch Mr. 
Grundy has never since seen duplicat¬ 
ed. He hmJ sometimes wondered at the 
tauiemss of labor struggles which he 
has since witnessed compared with what 
lie saw in his boyhood s days, but as 
lie remcniWTs bis feeling on the great 
occasion it was simply one of satisfac¬ 
tion that the strikers should relieve him 
of the necessity of going to school. 

According to Mr. Grundy’s description 
of this strike it must have been one of 
the greatest labor struggles Hint ever 
Occurred, iu 1H-42 the condition of the 
cotton workers iu Lancashire, York¬ 
shire and Cheshire had become so ha I, 
owing to the introduction of machinery, 
that a general strike movement was 
brought abuut without any organization 
and at first without leadership. 

In its spontaneous character it seems 
to have imieh resembled the present 
miner's strike now on in half a dozen 
states, though Mr. Grundy insists that 
the millers have possessed great ad¬ 
vantages for the inauguration of a gen¬ 
eral str,ke eouq a red with what 1 lie weav¬ 
ers had on that occasion, as the latter 
were absolutely without any organiza¬ 
tion whatever. During the six weeks 
industry of every kind was entirely sus¬ 
pended iu the district affected, it being 
intimated that iu the neighborhood of 

m 8 >.fw hi people were idle. This inelud- 
i*d (lie weavers themselves and persons 
of every oilier occupation whom they 
obliged to leave work. The small trades¬ 
men and manufacturer* were obliged to 
< lose their places, the teachers in ine 
schools bad to send their pupils home, 
and the strikers even prevented the pass¬ 
ing of vehicles 111*011 -the highways bv 
massing themselves iu compact Isalies 
through which ntk horse could he driven. 

Mr. Grundy haring I teen very young 
n» tin* time tliis strike occurnd. most 
of bis information about it has been 
gathered from reading. The incidents 
which he remembers are principally the

The strikers 
ciunc in a large body, and it was only 
necessary for one of them to say: “l’.it 
out that f«ri'. Grundy,” and the hatter 
'inuiediatcly »■;. pended all work ill his 
little place an.I sent his men himie to 
wait for the strike to be over. 

Mr. Grundy r« members seeing bodies 
of the strikers marching along the high¬ 
ways thii' iy massed together and tilling 
the minis Iroui side to side as far as 
il*i \ could be seen. They wvre always 
armed with clubs, and when marching 
won* I line up close together, filch 
grasping the club of the man oil either 
side of him. ami so weaving themselves 
into a soli] mass. In this way it was 
n i.dried impossible for anything or any¬ 
body to Mriipy tin* mail but the stiiU- 
ers. ami lln-ir objuet *»f forcing a gen¬ 
eral suspension of linsiucss in the district 
was obtained, 'lliis was only for a lit¬ 
tle while. J.i wever, as large bottles ol 
the troops of the empire were ordered 
into the district held by the strikers, ted 
soon obliged tlum to observe the pence 
nini desist from interfering With the 
affairs of those who desired to carry ou 
business. 

Mr. Grundy's recollection of (he mat¬ 
te'. is that much sympathy was displayed 
for the strikers by the troops, and that 
the latter wert* of very little use so far 
as breaking the strike of the weavers was 
concerned. Tho strike was lost, how¬ 
ever. the weavers going back to tin ir 
work at the end of six weeks without 
hating obtained any increase of wages 
or any shortening of their hours of 
labor. It was not long, however, until 
Parliament, ns a result of this strike, 
began to pay some attention to the con¬ 
dition of the weavers, a ml laws winch 
served very effectually to ameliorate 
their condition were passed. 

Cohdi n. Bright and other great Eng¬ 
lish statesmen took up their cause, 
and investigations and itlscusKinns re¬ 
sulted. the good effects of which are 
still felt. The repeal of tin* corn laws, 
by which English workingmen were en¬ 
abled to obtain cheaper food, Mr. Grun¬ 
dy thinks, was largely duo to this strike, 
though it had been advocated before the 
strike took plats*. Another law which 
was of grcjit benefit forbade women and 
children ttmler eighteen years of age io 
be employe* 1 in Hie cotton mills longer 
than t*n hours a day. This law was 
not only a good l|iing in itself, but i)L 
caused tin* workers generally to think 
and agitate for a general ten-hour ifTly. 
and some ten years after the great 
strike of 1H1U there was a general strikp 
for ten hours, which resulted success¬ 
fully. 

Air. Grundy was employed in a rollon 
mill himself at ihe time this last strike 
took place’. The workmen simply quit 
wlnui they IiiiiI worked ten hours one 
•lay, and so inaugurated n movciiic.il 
which was smccssful. .Mr. Grundy says 
that at that time theft* was so littj • gen 
era I education that many persons could 
not tell tin* time of day by a cluck, and 
so iii passing around lie* won I for tin* 
inauguration- of tie- strike cvi-rylMnly 
was instructed to stop work when ihe 
clock pointed straight up and down, this 
being a method of securing a more g< u 
••rail understanding than to say {> o'clock 
in the evening. 

In ihe mill where Mr. Grundy wank¬ 
ed the clock was watched all afternoon; 
and whim the lime came there was a 
gu.eral rush for the outside of the mill. 
The foreman had tin 1 gates locked and 
ptoeeeded to Imraiighe the workmen, but 
it was to no purpose. Several were no¬ 
tified Unit they were discharged, hut 
this produced no effect upon them or 
th*- others. Mr. Grundy thinks that 
among ignorant workmen, that is, among 
those who are ignorant in the matter of 
education obtained from books, there 
has been ns a rule more loyalty to each 
other displayed than by those who are 
fairly well educated. At any rate they 
stuck together upon this occasion, anil 
won their strike so thoroughly that there 
waa never afterward a general return 
to the old practice- of working twelve 
or fifteen hours a day. In the mill 
where Mr. Grundy was employed, too. 
the manager, after the ten-hour system 
had been in force for some time, cAlled 
the workmen together and expressed his 
satisfaction with it, saying that the re¬ 
sults obtained were much more satisf i?* 
lory from the standpoint of the proprie¬ 
tors than under the old way.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

Finally, let me warn you agnir/kt one 
common habit, which is closely connect¬ 
ed with the use of bottle* containing old 
medicines, and is strongly condemned 
by oculists, who most frequently meet 
with it the habit of preserving old medi¬ 
cine droppers which have been used for 
dropping fluids into the eye. (Juite 
frequently powerful medicines dry in 
these droppers, and when they ate used 
some months afterwards for the intro* 
1 duction of eye washes they produce 
I symptoms which very seriously alarm 
die patient, and which may to some 
tent mystify the practitioner.—The Chau¬ 
tauqua n for July.

lu the pretty little Massachusetts 
town of Sterling, or as it was culled by 
1 lie Indian*. W oouschnuxet, which at 
one time loruied a part of old Lancaster,

Sawyer was bom ou the 22 ud of March, 
lboti. 

licr ancestors, the Sawyers, the Pres¬ 
cott* and tire Houghtons, were among 
the tirst settlers iu the towu mil from 
this stock many emiucut men have de¬ 
scended, among them being the historian, 
1 rescott.

Itogress" were destroyed, he would un¬ 
dertake to reproduce them from recol¬ 
lection. 


The N«w Orchard I’est. 

Trof. M. V. Klingerlaml of the Cornell 
T'niversity Agricultural Experiment Sta¬ 
tion has made a study of tin* new or¬ 
chard pest, and says that the “pistol ease 
bearer is more destructive than any of 
the “ease bearers” ever known. He be¬ 
lieves It to l»o an American Insect. In 
Pennsylvania it hns already destroyed 
HOOO trees, ajid lias now W de its np- 
|M»nrnnee iu New York. Its range of 
fo«d plants includes orchard fruits and 
probnnly the chestnut. It occurs from 
Canada southward, through New York 
and Pennsylvania, where only it has 
been destructive, and westward through 
Nebraska into New Mexico. It is very 
small and would hardly la* noticed oxc«*pt 
for the "eases” which the little cater¬ 
pillars wear, and which reveal them to 
tin* casual observer. Their form is pis- 
tol-sluLped. They urc tough, leathery 
texturf, apparently made from silken 
tlimidVL interwoven with pubescence 
from leaves. These little eases are odd 
looking little objects, and are seen pro¬ 
jecting from flower buds, leaves or 
twigs. It Is doubtful if any spray will 
reach the Insect in its winter quarter*. 
—Chicago Inter Ocean.

to see many of those who tried it as I am 
leaving for Toronto on this afternoon train 
but I will be back on Saturday next when 
I will send you another lint. I did not see 
personally but I am told your old friend 
Mr. Cluxton put in ton tons ol it last fall 
and lie said it was onu half g^ne when ho 
should not have burned more’ than three 
tons of good coal and that he had the 
balance taken out. Gough Bros,, dry goods 
merchants tried a ton of it. They said 
they started their furnace and filled it with 
that coal and went out for a few hours and 
when thev returned it had burned out and 
the house was as cold as a barn. My 
neighbor used it but did not like it. Hu 
used one ton more coal than I did and had 
a pile of ashes three times as largo. Mr. 
S. Ray, ‘•Tobacconist,” used one ton the 
beginning of tho season. lie could get 
scarcely any heat. lie had to keep his 
draughts all open to get it to burn then it 
burned away very rapidly and mude a 
great quantity of ashes and was very dirty 
and dusty. Ho says ho would willingly 
pay SI per ton more for Rood hard coal. 
Mrs Lush " bakeress ” used one ton and 
consumed it in eighteen days in her oven. 
She then bought a load of good coal and it 
lasted twenty-eight days, keeping np the 
same heat. Mr. Miller, leader of tbe 57th 
Band, tried it tho first part of the winter. 
He says he could get no heat from it except 
it was burning rapidly, when it would 
burn ont quickly aud complained of it 
being dirty and dusty and Eays he would 
pay $2.00 more per ton for good coal than 
he would pay for that. Mr. Cox. of Cox A 
Co., hardware merchants, used some of it 
in both his furnace and cook stove and 
consumed froqp \ to J more than of hard 
coal to get the same results. He also com¬ 
plains of it being very dirtv. Mr. But- 
land, “dentist” tried some of it and says 
the same a9 the others about it. 

They took in quite a lot of it here last 
season and pushed it hard, but I under¬ 
stand they are not putting in nearly so 
much of it this season as it is about played 
out here. They say they rush it hard the 
first season wherever they go. They are 
selling for $6.00 here and good hard coal is 
bringing $0.50. Will write vou again on 
Saturday. Yours affectionately

After all this I would not attempt to 
persuade anyone to not use it as I think 
they will want to try it anyway. But take 
my advice and try \ ton first. You will 
know then if you will want more or not.
